OLD STANDARD ENVELOPE CO. 





Charles J. Cohen, the Plaintiff, Gets a 
Judgment for Over $15 ,000—He Was 
to Be Paid a Bonus on Unsold En- 


velopes—The Contract. 


— 


Some time in 1896 Charles J. Cohen, en- 
velope manufacturer, Philadelphia, brought 
suit in New York against the Standard En- 
velope Company, Springfield, Mass., on 
the ground of breach of contract. On May 
25, 1896, the case went to the Court of Ap- 
peals on an appeal by the defendant from 
an interlocutory decree rendered in favor of 
the plaintiff. It was argued on October 7 
following, and on October 23 the judgment 


of the lower court was affirmed with costs. | 


The case came to trial before a judge and 
jury a second time on June 27, this year, 
in the Supreme Court, and June 28, it was 
given to the jury, which on the same day 
ordered a verdict for thé plaintiff for $15,- 
571.48. 

The Standard Envelope Company, which 
was familiarly called the envelope combina- 
tion, was composed of the Berlin & Jones 
Envelope Co., Samuel Raynor & Co., J. Q. 
Preble & Co., the Morgan Envelope Com- 
pany, the White & Corbin Company, the 
Holyoke Envelope Company, the Whit- 
comb Envelope Company, the Plimpton 


Manufacturing Company and the Powers | 


Paper Company. 

On August 7, 1888, they made a contract 
with Mr. Cohen, upon which the parties 
thereto now put different constructions, but 
by the terms of which, as Mr. Cohen 
claims, he was to furnish the defendants 
daily with 250,000 envelopes, which is un- 
derstood to have been the maximum pro- 
duction of his plant, for five years (count- 
ing 300 days to the year), front August 8, 
1887, to August 8, 1892, and if his sales did 
not amount to that number he was to re- 
ceive as a bonus 10 cents per 1,000 en- 
velopes remaining unsold. Mr. ‘Cohen, in 
his complaint, admitted that this contract 
had been carried out up to July 31, 1890, 
but that from the last-named date up to 
July 1, 1892, the defendants had refused to 
pay the 10 cents bonus on each 1,000 en- 
velopes which they failed to take. 

He alleged that during this last named 
period he sold 38,634,000 envelopes to the 
Standard Envelope Company, but that he 





should have sold during the whole term of 


five years 150,000,000 envelopes. It is the 
difference between these two sums, or I11,- 
366,000 envelopes, upon the value of which, 
at the rate of the 10 cents bonus per 1,000, or 
$11,136.60, the plaintiff brought suit, upon 
which he recovered, and which, including 
costs and interest from July 1, 1892, amount 
to the total judgment of $15,571.48, first 
above mentioned. 

To the complaint was attached a copy of 
the original contract, which, as it contains 
many things of interest, and is apropos at 
this time when the formation of another 
combime in the same lime is pending, 
is given in full. It is as follows, omit- 
ting some preliminaries: 


_ Whereas the Standard Lnvelope Company, which 
is under the control of the parties of the second 
part, will issue from time to time schedule or 
schedules containing lists of the prices of en- 
velopes sold in the market as staple goods, for 
printing and tinting the same, etc., as hereinafter 
more particularly set forth, now therefore the par- 
ties hereto mutually covenant and agree with each 
other and each of their executors, administrators, 
executors and assigns as follows: 

(1) The said party of the first part agrees to

are to be made on the first of each month or twen- 
ty days thereafter. 

(4) The parties of the second part hereby con- 
stitute and appoint the Standard Envelope 
Company, of Springfield, Mass., as their attorney 
and agent for all settlements provided for in this 
contract with the party of the first part. 

(s) Tender of the goods by the party of the first 
part is hereby waived by the parties of the second 
part unless an express demand for the delivery of 
the same be made by the parties of the second part 
in writing. Deliveries of goods by the party of the 
first part shall be f. o. b. in Philadelphia. 

(7) The party of the first part shall not be re- 

uired to furnish goods in any event for less 
than their cost of manufacture. 

(8) The parties of the second part agree to sell 
to the parties of the first part all envelopes that 
may be ordered at schedule prices on the same 
terms as other buyers not parties hereto. En- 
velopes bought by the said party of the first part 
from any person whomsoever and by him sold to 
any person shall not be computed in the 250,000 
before mentioned. 

(9) The said party of the first part agrees that 
he will not during the term of this contract, di- 
rectly or indirectly, sell to anyone, or manufacture 
for anyone furnishing his own paper therefor, en- 
velopes below the schedule prises which may be 
issued from time to time by the Standard Envelope 
Company, as hereinbefore provided for regular 
goods; that he will not vary in any way from the 
provisions of said schedule; that he will not make 
any rebate or gift to any purchaser or any party 
furnishing his own paper to be manufactured; and 
that he will not do or omit anything, the doing 
or omission of which will in any manner enable 
anyone to buy envelopes .or get envelopes manu- 
factured below such schedule prices; that -he will 
employ salesmen on salary only and bill all en- 
velopes direct to the purchaser; that he will not 
allow his salesmen to offer pecuniary inducement 
to amy purchaser of envelopes, nor place any en- 
velopes for sale on consignment, nor ey as 
salesmen any person having @ store for the sale

tions, or carrying any line of envelopes in stock, or 
any person connected with such store or employed 
therein or thereby. In case of any ingentional 
violation of this ninth clause by the party of the 
first part or his salesmen, the party of the first 
part will pay to the parties of the second part, as 
agreed and Tiquidate , damages of twenty-five per 
cent. for each thousand sold in such violation and 
also a sum equal to the value of the goods sold in 
such violation. 

(10) The party of the first part agrees that 
during the term herein he will not sell, pledge, 
transfer, lease or give possession of his manufac- 
turing plant or envelope machinery or any part 
thereof to any other party than to the party of 
this agreement, except upon condition chat said 
party shall thereupon immediately become sub- 
stituted for the part of the first part in this 
agreement, and should any euch sale, pledge, 
transfer, lease or possession be made or given, 
the party of the first part agrees that he will 
thereby, during the period of this contract, en- 
gage in the manufacture or sale of envelopes, ex- 
cept west of the one-hundredth degree of longi- 
tude and south of the thirtieth parallel of latitude 
The penalty for any violation of this tenth clause 
shall be $50,000 agreed and liquidated damages. 

(11) The party of the first part agrees that he 
will not in any way directly or indirectly interest 
himself by the advancement of capital or other- 
wise in any person or firm or corporation engaged 
or intending to engage in the manufacture or sale 
of envelopes or envelope machinery, other than 
with the parties hereto. But nothing herein shall 
be construed as limiting the rights of the party 
of the first to deal in envelopes or envelope ma- 
chinery in any foreign country. The penalty for 
violation of this eleventh clause shall be $50,000 
agreed and liquidated damages. 

(12) All orders for enveiopes on the books of 
the party of the first part and all contracts made 
by him for the sale or manufacture of envelopes 
or for which he may be held previous to the 
signing of this document shall be exempt from 
the provisions of this contract. Such orders and 
contracts on regular goods are not to exceed 
1,000,000 envelopes, and a list of the same shall 
be sent to the parties of the second part. 

(13) None of the provisions hereof shall apply 
to contracts with the Government of the United 
States or any department thereof, or any telegraph 
company or to street car change envelopes, 
mainly printed or plain (No, 1, drug size), or to 
papeteries when for sale for exportation where the 
goods sold are actually exported. 

(14) In case of any alieged violation of this 
contract by any of the parties hereto or of any 
disagreements Cate the same shall be referred 
for settlement to three disinterested referees, one | 
to be chosen by the party of the first part, an 
other by the parties of the second part and the 
third by these two, the decision of each or a ma- 
jority of two made in writing shall be final and 
binding on both parties. In any such controversy 
any party hereto may be required to produce all 
his books and papers. The rights of any party 
hereto, both in law and in equity, are hereby re 
served. 

(1s) If any of the parties of the second part 
commit any of the acts forbidden to the party of 
the first part by this contract, then the party of 
the first part shall be entitled as against the party 
so violating to the same rights and remedies as 
are herein secured to the parties of the second 
part. 

(16) In the event of the destruction by cas- 
ualty of the plant of the party of the first part, in 
whole or in part, so that he would be prevented

SIX MILLS CONTRACT FOR THEIR 
ENTIRE OUTPUT. 





K. B. Fullerton Steals a March on 
Some Competitors and Enters Into 
an Agreement Whereby His Com- 
pany Controls 225 Tons Per Day. 


K. B. Fullerton, of the Manufacturers 
Paper Company, has returned from a trip 
through the Fox River Valley, where ‘he 
has entered into an agreement with six of 
the principal news mills, whereby the Man- 
ufacturers Paper Company will handle 
their entire output, amounting to 225 tons 
a day. 

The mills who are parties to this agree- 
ment, which went into effect yesterday, 
are: 

The Centralia Pulp and Water Power 
Company, Centralia, Wis., 22 tons daily. 

The Combined Locks Paper Company, 
Combined Locks, Wis., 60 tons daily. 

The Grand Rapids Pulp and Paper 


Company, Grand Rapids, Wis., 35 tons 
daily. 
The Nekoosa Paper Company, Ne- 


koosa, Wis., 60 tons daily. 

The John Edwards Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Port Edwards, Wis., 40 tons daily. 

The Tomahawk Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, Wis., 8 tons daily. 

Total output, 225 tons. 

The Manufacturers’ Paper Company has 
been marketing the greater portion of the 
| product of each of these mills, even before 
| the news combination was effected. Since 
ithe big combination was formed the com- 
pany has lost several Eastern companies, 
| which were selling it practically their entire 
product, these companies being absorbed 
| by the combination. 

The Manufacturers Paper Company 
does a big Western business, and in order 
| to hold this trade it became necessary to 
formulate some plan whereby the supply of 
paper could be permanently increased. Mr. 
| Fullerton therefore set about making an 
arrangement whereby he could control the 
output of certain mills. The agreement 
| entered into yesterday is the result.

A New York court has been engaged 
this week in trying a suit which grew out 
of the operations of the Standard Enveicpe 
Company, by which name a combination 
of envelope manufacturers was known.

$3.75 a ream. When the manufacturer 
found this out he promptly went to the

sumer in every case. 
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Hard Raps for a Receiver. 





The report of Samuel C. Bennett, dean 
of the Boston University, who investigated 
the affairs of the defunct Boston Daily 
Publishing Company, owner of the Stand- 
ard, the A. P. A. organ, has been placed on 
file in the Supreme Court. The document 
is voluminous and, unlike most legal pa- 
pers, makes interesting reading matter, 
Dean Bennett was appointed special mas- 
ter to give a hearing on the report of the 
receiver of the corporation. The report 
had been filed previously and brought forth 
numerous objections from the creditors of 
the company. The master was instructed to 
determine the facts regarding the expendi- 
tures made by the receiver, and to make a 
suggestion with reference to the best way 
of disposing of the assets. 

The master says: “Over twenty months 
expired between the date of the receiver's 
appointment and the time of filing his first 
report containing the statement of his re- 
ceipts and expenses. The total amount he 


has collected is $7,427.86. The total amount 
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of expenses already incurred (part of 
which remains unpaid) is certainly not less 
than $8,692.55; that is, it has cost about 
$1.16 to collect $1. Swhstantially all the 
claims which the receiver considered col- 
lectible have been collected. The remain- 
ing assets, recognized by the receiver as 
such, consist of the plant as distinguished 
from the presses. This plant came into his 
hands July 30, 1896. It was then set up as 
it had been while in use by the defendant 
corporation. It so remained for three 
months. It was then taken down and de- 
stroyed. The receiver’s estimate of its 
value during the three months following 
his appointment is from $25,000 to $40,000. 
He says it is substantially in the same con- 
dition that it was then. Only a small por- 


tion of it has been sold. His estimate of 


its present value is $10,000. Has the receiv- 
er accomplished anything for the benefit of 
the creditors and stockholders which is not 
clearly shown by the above statement? 
Nothing tangible. Assuming that he has 
given all his time to his duties as receiver, 
it does not appear that any benefit to the 
creditors has resulted. All efforts to sell 
have been futile. If the business was to 
be conducted in the future as it has been in 
the past apparently no creditor of the cor- 
poration would ever receive any dividend. 
The business of the receivership is being 
conducted at a constant loss. Has the re- 
ceiver failed to do what he should have 


done? The most valuable single pieces of 


property which the corporation owned were 
its presses, one of which cost from $25,000 
to $27,000, the other $5,500. Each was prac- 
tically as good as new. These presses he 
never asserted any title to, apparently be- 
lieving that they had been sold to Mr. 
L. D. Dixon some six months before the 
corporation failed. The receiver had been 
cashier of the corporation. He had been 
called in as a witness and knew the circum- 
stances surrounding the alleged sale of the 
presses; that they had never been removed 
from the place where they were at the time 
of the alleged sale; that the only money 
paid to the corporation on the date thereof 
was but a small part of the value of either 
press. He allowed the presses to remain 
for three months on premises for which he 
was paying rent, and, so far as appears, re- 
ceived nothing as storage from the alleged 
owner. This alleged owner was a director 
and the treasurer of the corporation, as the 
receiver knew. The bill of sale under 
which he assumed to acquire tithe was 
signed by the president of the corporation 
and by no other officer. There is no evi- 
dence that the president was ever author- 
ized to sell the presses. The alleged pur- 
chaser is a surety on the receiver's bond. 
The receiver states that he was advised by 
counsel, after full disclosure of all the facts, 
that there was nothing to justify him in as- 
serting any claim to the presses. 


“The master deals with the expenditures 
of the receiver, the assets, and with the 
best manner for disposing of them. He 
finds that the total amount of cash which 
the receiver has received was $7,427.86; that 
the receiver has paid out $7,426.81, and 
that he has incurred bills for insurance, 
storage, rent, advertising, clerical and legal 
services still unpaid amounting to $1,265.74. 
The master further finds that the work 
done by employees for the receiver, for 
which he paid $1,169.97, was not worth 
more than $400. He finds that the cash paid 
out for office supplies, advertising and print- 
ing, about $120, was reasonable. He finds 
that no such expenditure as $1,377.82, 
which the receiver paid for rent, care of 
premises, light and water, was necessary. 
Of this sum $1,084.54 was for rent of prem- 
ises, 39 Franklin street, for eight weeks, at 
$135 a week. The master finds that this ex- 
pense could have been almost altogether 
avoided, as the plant should have been sold 
within three months, and after a sale office 
accommodations costing from $10 to $12 a 
month would have been sufficient. Com- 
missions amounting to $300.56, paid by the 
receiver to collectors of claims, the master 
finds are not unreasonable. The item of 
$111.38, paid by the receiver for postage 
stamps and mailing, is found by the master 
to be proper; but that an item, $108.25, 
paid by the receiver as an insurance pre- 
mium for 1896 and 1897 upon the plant and 
storage, would have to some extent been 


. saved if the plant had been sold within a 


reasonable time, and finds that the unpaid 
bill of $108.91 premium for 1897 and 1808 
should never have been incurred. 


The expenditure of $204.30 for taking 
down, boxing and cleaning the plant, the 
master thinks should have been avoided, 
and should not have cost over $60. Of the 
sum of $126.28 paid for sundry items, the 
master finds that items amounting to $17.25 
are unreasonable. One of these disallowed 
items is an expenditure of $10 for the rent 
of People’s Temple. 

It is not clear to the master why the re- 
ceiver should have employed two counsel

Iron and steel, and steel mostly, is the 
correct material to use for beams in paper 
mills, It stays where put and does not rust 
out as badly as would be expected. As for 
its time-resisting qualities, they are becom- 
ing too well known to need any recommen- 
dation at my hands. Nearly every mill 
which puts in washing or beating engines 
is now putting a steel harness underneath 
each. This arrangement consists of five I 
beams and two cast iron girders. 
mer are 12 inches deep, and about 40 
pounds for the two outside ones, which ex- 
tend crosswise of the engine, and are ’at- 
tached to the cast iron girders, one of 
which is placed under each pair of lighter 
stands. 

Another beam, a 10-inch, 35-pound, is 
put under the back edge of the tub and 
riveted to the pair of 12-40 beams above 
noted. Directly underneath the bed plate, 
and spaced about 8 or 10 inches apart, is 
another pair of 12-inch beams, but lighter, 
weighing only about 31% pounds. These 
form a solid support for the bed and the 
whole harness can be easily set, as it is 
only necessary to fasten the pieces togeth- 
er, level them up in the place they are to 
stand, aligning them with the main shaft, 
of course, and then either build brick piers 
underneath. or put in iron or wooden posts 
as convenient. The masonry is always to 
be preferred. 

The cast iron girders above described 
are only necessary when the lighter shaft 
is to be placed underneath the bottom of 
the tub, as seems to be the preferred prac- 
tice nowadays. When the shaft can go 
overhead, or rather across the top of the 
tub, the pair of cast iron girders may be, 
and usually are, replaced by two 12-inch, 
40-pound beams, and the _ intermediate 
beam, to which the two underneath the bed 
plate are attached, is made 12-inch, 40- 
pound also. 

The beating quality of an engine thus 
set is most excellent, for however solid 
may be the wooden timbering on which 
the beater is set, there will also be more or 
less give to the harness, which is a posi- 
tive damage to the beating properties of 
the engine. And when the wood gets old, 
then it will yield more and more to the 
pressure put upon it, and the vibration be- 
-omes so great that it is hard to get off 
good stuff in any reasonable time. With

Several methods of using water I will de- 


scribe, so that the mill man can overhaul 
his methods and see whether he is using a 
good or a bad one. 

One very common way is to put on all 
the machinery the wheel will drive, and 
then run as long as the water will move 
things. Then, when useful work can be 
done no longer, the wheel is shut down un- 
til the pond fills up, when the same thing is 
repeated indefinitely. In this manner some 
work is got out of the water, but more of 
the work actually in the water is lost. 


Almost every mill that is driven by water 
power has two or more wheels. We will 
assume that two of these wheels are geared 
together, and that they are driving the 
beating and washing engines. When the 
water gets low, do not open the gate full 
and run until the wheels lag so much that 
the rolls cannot turn the stock in the en- 
gines. 

Suppose that the water is falling 20 feet 
into the wheel. Then, for every ton of wa- 
ter used per minute under 20 feet fall there 
is developed—friction and loss of efficiency 
neglected—1%4 horse-power. Let the water 
lower 5 feet, and there will be only "/u 
horse-power to be derived from that weight 
of water. But the percentage loss (15 to 
20) and the friction loss taken from this, 
there will be more from the water with the 
high head than the low. 

Again, not so much water will be forced 
through the wheel when the head is low, 
thus causing a reduction of power with- 
out a corresponding reduction of efficiency. 

Here is the correct way of managing 
low water in order to get the most out of 
what does come along. First: Rig a water- 
line glass somewhere near the wheel gate, 
so that the level of the water on the dam 
can be known at all times. If the place 
where the gate stem is located should be 
about the same level as the dam, a direct 
water-line glass may be used, but if it is 
much above the level of the room the tube

varied experience, happens to be the su- 
perintendent. 

He has experimented with almost every- 
thing from sawdust to cornstalk, and gives 
it his opinion that he has never found any 
material equal to the latter. Its product is 
claimed to be far superior to straw. The 
whole quantity has been shipped East, and 
something may be expected in connection 
with this most important discovery. 

In speaking of cornstalk as a coming ma 
terial, a prominent paper stock man stated 
the other day that a paper maker came to 
him a couple of years since and en- 
deavored to show the success of product 
from palm leaves.

The machinery of the rebuilt paper mill 
of John T. Moore & Son, Bellows Falls, 
Vt., is nearly all in place. The mill has 
been almost entirely rebuilt in the last two 
months, and entirely new machinery put in, 
making it a most complete plant. It is to 
make a heavier grade of paper than former- 
ly.

mortgagee at $15,000. The mill will be 
run by Sampson Brothers. 





MIDDLE STATES. 


Ground was first broken on June 25 for 
the new paper and pulp mills of Ernst R.

Suit Over Water. 


A settlement has been agreed upon in the 
action brought to the Court of Common 
Pleas in November, 1892, by the South 
Manchester Water Company to determine 
what pecuniary rights F. B. Hale and Hen- 
ry .S. Rogers, paper maufacturers on 
Hop Brook, in the town of Manchester, 
Conn., had in the waters of the brook. Mr. 
Hale’s interests were easily disposed of after 
the action was brought, and the court ap- 
pointed Judge Dwight Loomis, Judge Mar- 
cus H. Holcomb and Henry E. Burton to 
determine the pecuniary rights Mr. Rogers 
had in the stream. There were hearings on 
twenty-seven different days before the com- 
mittee and on March 15, 1894, the commit- 
tee reported that Mr. Rogers’ pecuniary in- 
terest in the stream was $3,100. A remon- 
strance against the acceptance of this report 
was filed by counsel for Mr. Rogers. There 
have been many pleadings in the case since 








then, and the parties finally got together | 


and decided upon a basis of settlement. 
The terms of the settlement are private, but 
it is understood that Mr. Rogers will re- 
ceive a sum considerably in excess of the 
amount found by the committee. The South 
Manchester Water Company now has the 
right to take all the water in the brook that 
flows to Gould’s dam, which is just south of 
Cheney’s store in South Manchester. Mr. 
Rogers has a paper mill above the dam and 
one below it. There are other streams 
which feed paper mills above which run 
into Hop Brook. The South Manchester 
Water Company will probably use the wa- 
ter for the sewer system in the village.

In April, 1896, we were operating two 
New England Grinders, and the output 
of the mill was 825,300 pounds of pulp, 
as against 1,121,400 pounds during the 
month of April, 1897, or a gain of 
290,100 pounds, when we were operat- 
ing the two Challenge Grinders. In ad- 





dition to this gain the pulp was of a 
superior quality, and was double screened 
instead of single screened, as was pulp 
manufactured in 1896. The report of our 
mill for the largest run made in twenty- 
four hours will also show that my conten- 
tion that the Challenge Grinders are 
superior to those formerly used by us is 
correct. With the New England Grinders 
the output was 41,800 pounds, as against 
58,200 pounds with the Challenge 
Grinders, the pulp being in every par- 
ticular fully as good We have facts and 
figures to disprove the statement made 
by Mr. Scott, that when paying for the 
machinery the mill often delivered more 
than ten tonsdaily of air dry pulp. The 


' daily reports of our mill are open 


for inspection to any and all who 
may desire to verify the correctness 
of the above statements. 

Not being a “* Mechanical Engineer” I 
may have possibly erred relative to the 
head being 52 feet, but will say that in 


the summer of 1895, two years after Mr. 
Scott placed the machinery in our mill, 
and before either of the above mentioned 
records were taken, we raised our dam 
four feet and put an addition to our draft 
tubes of about five feet. No change, 
however, was made to our wheels, and 
we are to-day running under the same 
head and conditions as then. 

While I do not feel called upon in any 
sense of duty to defend the Challenge 
Grinder Company, nevertheless I am free 
to confess that I am more than willing to 
give credit where credit is due, and in 
view of the above figures which I have 
presented I believe I am fully justified 
in defending the testimonial which has 
appeared in your journal, Mr. Scott to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

The capacity of 
the pulp mills of Finland reminds one of 
that of the mills of Sweden, Norway and 
America. There are mills in Finland which 
produce annually up to 8,000 tons of wood 
onli the value of which may be placed at 
40 kopecs gold per pood, which explains

d German markets. The fact must not 
lost sight of, however, that the paper 

ils and saw mills are quickly depleting 
she forest lands of Finland, which have al- 
7 ady risen considerably in price. In the 
southern portion of Finland the forests 
ive long ago disappeared, and only the 
great abundance of wood in the northern 
nortions, and the fact that the forty-year- 
old fir is perfectly ripe for manufacturing 
purposes, allows the prediction that the 
>roduction of wood pulp in Finland has 
: ‘ yet reached its maximum. It may be 
said jn a general way that the situation of 
the Finnish pulp mills is favorable, and 
that they are in good hands. All of the 
machinery required for the production of 
wood pulp is built in Russian shops. 

In Russia proper the wood pulp mills are 
situated in the provinces of Novgorod, 
Twer, Mohilew, Wilna, Witebsk and 
Kowno. Although there is a larger num- 
ber of them than in Finland, they produce 
considerably less. The lack of available 
water power prevents their further devel- 
opment. The production of these mills in 
1880 did not exceed 3,000 tons, and this fig- 
ure has, according to the data in possession 
of the Department for Commerce and 
Manufacture, merely doubled during the 
twelve years up to 1892. In 1893 there were 
ten wood pulp mills, with a total produc- 
tion of 8,000 tons. The production for the 
year 1894 can at the most be estimated at 
12,000 tons. 

One of the principal reasons why the 
wood pulp industry in Russia cannot be de- 
veloped to the same extent as that of West- 
ern Europe and America is found in the in- 
sufficient means of transportation and fn the 
fact that the water power of the North of 
Russia has not yet been explored to any 
appreciable extent.

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BEATING OR WASHING ENGINE. 





A patent has been granted for an inven- 
tion which relates to the arrangement and 
combination, in a beating or washing en- 
gine, of a revolving roll with a screen 
adapted to be turned into and out of oper- 
ative relation to it, and to a holder for said 
screen, which is of peculiar shape and which 
operates not only to hold the screen, but to 
close the opening occupied by the screen 
when the screen is in an inoperative posi- 
tion, and also to permit the turning of the 
screen from an operative to an inoperative 
position while the machine is in operation 
without producing any opening or space 
through which the pulp may escape during 
such movement. 

The invention is particularly adapted for 
use in a beating engine of that type in 
which the pulp is carried completely around 
the beater roll, but it may also be used in 
the ordinary beating engine, in which most 
of the pulp passes beneath the peater roll 
without being carried around. 

In the drawings, Fig. 1 is a view in ver- 
tical section ofa portion of a beating or 
washing engine, showing a part of a rotary 
beating cylinder and a portion of its inclos- 
ing casing and the extension or auxiliary 
casing which forms the drum-chamber in 
which the revolving drum which carries the 
screen is mounted, the screen being in op- 
erative position. Fig. 2 is a similar view, 
representing, however, the screen as in in- 
operative position. Fig. 3 is a view in ele- 
vation, representing the screen and the 
drum and its inclosing chamber, looking 
from the dotted line 3 3 of Fig. 1. 

A is a part of a revolving roll of a wash- 
ing and beating engine which is inclosed in 
the usual casing A’. It rotates in the di- 
rection of the arrow in Fig. 1 and its bars 
throw the prlp and water against the parti- 
tion at its back, which is made up of the 
stationary sections B B’ and. the movable 
drum section B*. The movable drum sec- 
tion B* is flattened and open on one side 
and has a wire screen b, preferably of rec- 
tangular form (see Fig. 3), which is fas- 
tened at its edges by staples or other fasten- 
ing means to the edge or border b’ of the 
drum B*, surrounding a rectangular open- 
ing b*, and the bars 6°, separated from each 
other by recesses b*, extend vertically 
across the opening back of the screen and 
serve to reinforce and hold it against the

It will be understood that the screen and 
drum may be turned while the beating en- 
gine is in operation and while the pulp and 
water are being thrown against the screen

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| pose any opening at such a time in such 
| partition through which pulp may be forced 
and wasted. It is true that there is an open- 
ing formed between the lower part of the 
screen and the stationary partition B’ dur- 
| ing this turning; but this opening is not 
long maintained, and the upper part of the 
| drum and section B® is immediately moved 
| into the space between the screen and the 
beating cylinder, and serves to receive the 
pulp and water and act as a shield for cov- 
ering the opening thus temporarily estab- 
| lished, 


The drum chamber D forms an extension 
| from the casing A’, which coyers the rotary 
| beating cylinder and forms the chamber d* 
of a size to receive the section B* when in 
operative position. 

The drum B* has an outlet 6° in the cyl- 
| indrical portion B’, through which water 
forced through the screen escapes when the 
drum is in the position represented in Fig. 
1, the water then flowing into the lower 
part of the chamber d*, from which it es- 
capes through an escape pipe d°. It will be 
understood that this screen is used while 
the pulp being treated is relatively coarse, 


| but that after it becomes finer the screen is 


no longer available and is then moved out 
of position while the engine is in operation, 
and the screening may be done by the other 
or continuously revolving drum washer 
now in use on beating machines. 

It is necessary to turn the screen in one 
direction only while the machine is in oper- 
ation—that is, from the position represented 
in Fig. 1 to that represented in Fig. 2, The 
screen is restored or turned back to the po- 
sition represented in Fig. 1 when the engine 
is stationary, being provided with un- 
worked or beaten pulp.

As the belt in use bends over the pulley, 
these fibres are constantly rubbing together, 
the friction so produced after a time wears 
out some of the fibres, the leather is weak- 
ened in spots, and the belt cracks.

New Boiler Setting.
